An infestation of armyworms 
has erupted unexpectedly In 
Central Kentucky, and may be 
threatening other parts of the 
atate, says the Kentucky Experi- 
ment Station entomology depart- 
ment. 

Armyworms develop from 
eggs laid by the armyworm 
moth; the worms are particular- 
ly damaging to grain fields and 
will attack pastures and forage 
fields 

They rarely if ever bother to- 
bacco, says Kenneth Starks, 
entomologist. 

Their name comes from their 
habit of cleaning out a grain 
field or pasture — then moving 
in a mass to another feeding 
spot. 

Here’s what to do: 

If pale green worms, striped 
down the sides and the back, 
are found in the plant litter at 
the base of wheat, rye. barley, 
oat* or com plants, use the in- 
secticide Toxaphene, in the em- 
ulsion concentrate form, at the 
rate of 114 pounds actual ma- 
terial per acre If in forage 
fields (alfalfa, clover) or grass 
pastures, use the material Hep- ' 
tachlor, in the emulsion con- 
centrate form, at the rata ot 
one-half pound actual material 
per acre. If fields are to be 
sprayed by air -as is usually 
the case in small grain fields— 
the recommended water carrier 
(for the insecticide) is about 
five gallons per acre For 
ground spraying, such as on 
pastures, forage and corn fields, 
etc. the recommended water 
carrier if at least 10 gallons per 
acre. 

Toxaphene can be used on * 
wheat, oats and rye up to one 
week before harvesting, and on 
barley up to two weeks. Small 
grains treated with Toxaphene 
(in the recommended propor- 1 
tions) can be harvested and fed 
to livestock and also used for ( 
human consumption
